CANTON CUSTOMS. 


An Interesting Interview. 


With regard ta the reported 
decision of the Canton Military 
Govarnment that the Chinese 
Maritima Customs Service 
functioning in the provinces under 
its jurisdiction shall be subject to 
orders and control as from lat 
February, we to-day interviewed 
& gentlemar whoh s resided far 
many Years in China and is fully 
acqaainted with the working of 
tha. Custams service. He said 
what had really ‘brousht matters 
to a head was the Ministers in 
Peking refusing to give the 
Tevenue surplus to the Canton 
Government 

Continuing he said —“ I do not 
seo how the feking Govornment 
can admit thi~ action of the 
Cartan Government. If Peking 
allowed in it would be tana. 
maunt to recognis Canton asa 
separate section of China. You 
can apply the same line o' argu- 
mentin the case of Ireland. If 
we allowed Ireland to levy Ker 

own taxes, then England would 
have to admit Ireland's independ- 

ta there to. prevent 
Canton from carrying cut the 
de: ision 2° 

“Tne Foreign Powers. ‘The 
Foreign Powers have pefused to 
give the surplus to the Canton 
Government. Forinstance, ifthe 
Customs Revenusa amounted 
to a million dollars, we 
will sav $30,000 would go to 
paying the bondholders, and the 
balance be distribazed pro-rata 
between the Notth and South. 
The South might set more than 
the North, or the North more than 
the South. [Is may be thes the 
Peking Government bas been 
considering the distribution ofthe 
sarplos to. the South, and the 
Foreign Powers stepped ia, 
and probably said “No” to parting 
with the surplus. “The Foreign 
Powers decids the. ques: 
Pormesly the Customs reven 
was nos suit ient to 
the bond-holders.

“But I do 093 see how the 
Foreign Powers will ba able to 
stop the South from sappropriat- 
ing the revenue to their own 
account,” remarked the in- 
terviower. 

“TI. understand that the 
Foreign Powers have stepped 
‘the appropriation from’ ‘the 
surplus. I think that expleins 
tba reason for the present 
action of the South. Sun Yat-sen 
does not seem to bs getting on 
very well with Civil Government. 
Then Tang Shac-yi and Wu Ting- 
fang do no: seem to be getzing on 
well with Sun Yat-sen, and the 
Cizil Governmen: does not geton 
well with himeither. The Civil 
Govercor wants to disband the 
troops Lut Sun does not desire to 
do s9, as he is stated to want 
to make himzelf Prasident, There 
is .a“sqyoabble now amore the 
Cantonese themsely's.

As we indicated in our news cclumos yesterday, the lates: 
rumour from Canton is to the effect that Dr. Sun Yat-sen is once 
again aspiting to the Presidency of Unina, a posimon which he 
pominaliy held fora brief period wien the ublc wag insusurated. 
The story 13 that he is seeking to induce tae memoers of the Ola 
Parliament at present in Canton to deciare him President of the 
country, his contention presumably being that the present accupani 

ofthe utice bas no more rightful claim to the position than the 
Southerners say the Peking Government has to function. But this 
point of consitutionality raises ecother—namely, by what process 
‘Dr. Sun intends to $ecute his appoinisnest. So far as we under 
stand, there ate unly abou: saventy of the od M.P.’s is Canton at 


the moment, and obviously they woyld nothave the right of choosing] ; 


a Presicent. Thes» Southerners, with all their professed regard for 


constitutiogal points, do not besisate to disregard them when it" 


Suita their convenience. 

Now, Dr. Sun has hada very chequered career in the political 
life of big country. flis early “relorm” agntations aro now old 
history. In those days he was the stormy peste! of Chiaa, and we 
know now ho was prohibited trom satting foo: ashore in Hongkong. 
Then came the Revolution, which broke out rather prematurely 
when Sun wag not on the scene: and when tne Alanchus were 
overthrown he was chosea as the first Provisional President. 
le soon made way for another, however, bus not for the reasons 
why be gave—namely,5 belief in his own lack of sbilizies, We 
fear thas we have never regarded Sun Yat-sen as a modes’ man, 
nor do we so view bim.now. For-atime he was in obscurty after 
he gave up the Presidescy, spending much of his time in Japan. 
He inked in thoge days to pose as &® man who was, disguszed with 
Chinese polities, with which he more than once fold the world that 
he had bnished. But then cams his visit to Canton on the form- 
ation of the Military Goveroment, in which be was Generalissimo 
without a solitary soldier under his coramand. Becoming isolated, 
he made a hurried departure from the South and again went. into 
obscurity until his recent return to Canton. Here he is-agsin 
endeavouring might and main to re-establish the Military Govern- 
ment, following the driving from power of the Kwangsi rulers. A 
Cantonese himself, he is no doubt looking to profit trom the "’Can- 
ton for the Vantonese " movement to carry tim once more.to the 
top rung in politics, but there can be no shadow of hope that he 
will ever hold the Presidency in any real sens». Even in the South, 
Jet Blone the North, he is a'discounted mano;-polisically he.is re- 
garded a3 an adventurur, and his recent hob-nobbing with Bolshevik 

~ adeas bas increased his unpopularity amongss the more thinking of 
his competriats, however much..bis. airy tale may_eppeal tothe 
ignorant. : . 

There was a time, many years before the establishment of the 
Republic, when Dr. Sun used ta dream of a Republic of South China, 
with buimeself at the head of it} He has never forgotten that dream 
wants Southern dictatorship of the whole country, with himself the 

- dictator, And we are afraid that he really is enamoured of the 
Soviet system of government. That is the common talk, anyhow, 
and there are happenings occurring in the South which appear to 
lend colour tothe belief, His talk of “saving the country” we re 
gard ab so much hypocritical nonsense. Politically he is not to be 
trusted, and we unnesitatingly say that Cbina,in the present state 
of her affairs, can have no use for a man of his type. He is far 
more likely to injure than to aid his country, and we Can only hope 
that men of tbe stamp of Wu ‘ling-feng ana fang Shao-yi will per- 
ceivd the (oolmardioess uf associating themselves with him in the 
deus wich he oow wants te pus inte practice. The best day for 
south Wuina will bs when Suu’ Yat-sen once again disappears from 
the scons, .
